Friend Ward—I received your letter

They were sent out to me 
vhere I was on outpost at the time and 
you know what that is. One can't fee 
•hroiigh the jungle twenty feet. There 
ire three of us anil a corporal, we are liJO 
yards from camp and only two 
miles 


'rom the firing line. We are on the move 
every few days towards 
the 
negroes.- 


They cor.ie out at night and shoot over a.t 
is. They won't come around in tho day 
,iuie, The negroes don't wear any shoes, 


it is hard to hear them. The first 


light I put in the trench I weitt along 


until taps sounded; the first thing I 


tncw there wn.-i a shot come over my 
lead and then eleven more. You ought. 
.o seo me duck. I gave up all .hope of 
coming home then, f did not. care to go 
to sloop that night. You see they spot 
us in the day time and sell us fruit and 
stuff, and at night they will look for us 
with a bolo. It don't make any noise 
.hat way. There are a good many ouf- 
posts killed. 


We have n 1 lot of fun at thn searching 
iet to keep them from bringing things 


through the lines.

Well, this is a good country for fann- 


ers, min even- da}-, some times 
three 


times three. I think every thing would 
grow here if they would plant it. We 
liave a lot of banana a.nd cocoa-Ruts here 
here and other fruit. I don't eat only 
ivriny rations. We have fresh meat onc-e 
a day and it is good m<>at. I have not 
eaten much hardtack so far. but it is 
better than last year. The boxes are 
lined with tin io keep thorn fresh. We 
have canned salmon once a week. We 
have to boil all the water before drink- 
ing. The only thing I don't like.is warm 
water; sooner have cool beer. Beer is 
33 cents a quart. 1 don't drink only on 
the Fourth of July. Wo get plenty of 
work, suoh as it is: outpost every other 
day, clean around the camp the rest nf 
the time. Have not, been -paid for t\vo 
months. I signed the muster and pay 
roll yesterday. 


We have pretty good officers, both lieu- 


tenants were captains last ycnr and they 
ma.ke us knuckle down. That's the kind 
we want. They get up in the middle of 
the night and come out to the outpost to 
see if we are alright. We have a good 
first sergeant. He was u lieutenant last 
year. We have a few hum corporals; no- 
body wants the job. You ean't hardly 
keep our mnn from going out looking for 
negroes. They all want to shoot t.hu first 
one, 
but we have to give them so much 


privileges; they want to try mid catch 
t-hpin alive, and it will ho. like it was with 
fifty of us trying to catch a monkey ihc 
other day. He was an ape I guess. He 
was so big we could have s-hot him easy. 
He was up in some big bamboo tree's. 
We had him.sure, one fellow had a rope 
we. were going to keep him on. another 
fellow went over and asked a jingro what 
to feed them on, anil a fellow climbed 
the tree after the monkey and when he 
got up the monkey wound his tail ariud 
the limb of another tree and dropped; 
we ehjLsed him for three hours and when 
he got tired of monkeying with us he 
swung ofT 
of the treo and n>r, like a

1 got a letter from ,iim

Knutson the other day, they are in the 
Third Infantry, and they WPTC glad to 
hpo-r we were hern.

Well I don't have any idea 
how long this will last. We are'lined all 
around then; and when they try to gfrt 
through we shoot them.
